Fellow-Creatures, in like manner as God 
and Chriſt have loved us, How it renews 
and- heightens all the Obligations and Mo- 
tives of natural Religion and Morality, 
and even adds to theſe ſuch &are ſtronger, 
ſuch as Divine Wiſdom. only cþuld con- 
trive, and Divine Power inforce with a 
Sanction of Rewards and Puniſhments, as 
laſting as our Souls.

that unconceiveable Swiftneſs, wherein it is 
darted, as in a Moment, to the utterms) 
Parts of the Earth, and ſbineth all at once 
from under one End of Heaven to the other ;

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from the Charge of Impoſture, that he put 
the Support and publiſhing of it into the 
Hands of proper and intermediate Agents, 
making Men to be Inſtructors one of an- 
other, and engaging them to do this Duty 
by all poſſible Obligations, as well as ex- 
preſs Promiſes of his Aſſiſtance and Re- 
ward ? So that © if the Goſpel be not pub- 
« liſhed to the World univerſally, it pro- 
e ceeds not from any Defe& in the Pro- 
« viſion, which God hath made to that 
« purpoſe; but from the Fault of thoſe, 
© to Whom ſo great a Truſt has been 
“ committed.“ Deiſts might as well ob- 
ject (and ſol believe they would, was Chri- 
ſtianity aboliſhed) to the Being or Good- 
neſs of God, for not preſerving the true, 
primitive, and natural Religion, pure and 
perfect in every Place, by Miracle, and 
hindering Men from ſuch an Abuſe of 
Reaſon, as was the Occaſion of their own, 
and others (a) falling into, and continuing, 
from Age to Age, in a deplorable State 
of Ignorance, Idolatry, and Corruption, un- 
leſs this be the very State God defigned they 
ſhould be 1 in; for both Means and Ends, are 
entirely in his Power. And what then ? we

Aſliſtances :  Iniquity ſoon 
abounded, and Zeal for true Religion waxed 
cold; the Goſpel of Peace was itſelf turn d 
into an Occaſion of Hatred and Violence, 
and the Profeſſors of it broke into Sects 
and Parties, each of them cenſuring, re- 
viling, and damning one another; ſo that 
tho' they retained the Form of Godlineſs, 
the Power of it was loft in their Tem- 
pers and Practices; nay, the very Name 

and Principles of Chriſtianity were profti- 
tuted to thoſe baſe and wicked Purpoſes, 
which furniſh Inſdel at this Day with 
their choiceſt Weapons to attack it. The 

2 Cor. iv. God of this World blinded their Minds, leſt 
+ the Light of the glorious Goſpel of Chriſt, 
who is the Image of God, ſhould ſhine unto 
them; Revelation was ſpoiled at firſt, thro' 
the Subtleties and Refinements | of Phi- 
_ ** Tofophy, of Science falſely ſo called, and of 
20. vain Deceit, after the Traditions of Men, 
after the Rudiments of the World, and 

not after Chrift ; and then a covetous, 

an ambitious, and a worldly Spirit, 
ſtopped its Progreſs, and opened the 
Way to Mabometiſin and Popery, to an 

| dolatrous, a corrupt, and a ſuperſtitious 

| Chriſtianity. So that tho' the Goſpe/ have

ſeſſed, and was never publiſhed uni ver ſally 
to the World, yet this proceeds not from 
any Defect in the Proviſion which God 
hath made to theſe purpoſes, but from the 
Vices and Faults of thoſe, to whom ſo 
great a Truſt has been committed; inſtead 
therefore of cavilling at the Divine Provi- 
dence, or our Religion, on this Account, it 
becomes us to fix the Miſcarriage of the 
Event, where it really ought to be, and do 
our Part in the Age we live in, to main- 
tain, and promote the Intereſts of Chr:- 
ftianity, pure and perfect as we find it in 
the Scriptures. 
Wu Ar I have now ſaid is in the main 
a ſufficient Reply to thoſe Objections,! 
am going to mention, which are founded 
on this Fact, that the Progreſs of the Gof- 
pel has been in no Degree equal to its 
wonderful Beginnings. — It is asked, and 
the (a) Infidel will tell us, that we muſt 
anſwer at the Peril of our Religion, © if 
« God defigned the gracious Terms of the 
« Gofpel for uni ver ſal Uſe and Benefit, why 
« then doth he diſpenſe the Knowledge of 
« them moſt unequally? ... How can fo 
* general and oy a Fan conſiſt with ſo

« particular, and ſparing an Execution of 
it? If the Sun of Righteouſneſs be riſen,

“thing of himſelf to Man, was their Hap- 
© pineſs; would not that Deſign have 
“ oblig'd him, who at all Times alike,

* nicated it to them? If God always acts 
« for the Good of his Creatures, what 
“ Reaſon can be aſſigned, why he ſhould

In what View ſo- 
c Ever we conſider a Revelation, be it as 
abſolutely neceſſary, or only as very uſe- 
4 ful to Mankind, (a) if God acts upon 
rational Motives, muſt not the ſame Mo- 
« tives which oblig d him to diſcover any 
« thing that's for the Good of Mankind, 
ec have oblig d him to diſcover every 
60 thing that is ſo; and that too, not as it 
<« were grudgingly, little by little, here a 
cc, Bit, and there a Bit, and that not to one 
« Favourite Nation only, under the Veil 
« of. Types, Allegories, &c.: and at laſt, 

: te, tho'1he diſcovered ſome: Things more 
ee plainly, yet it was but to a ſmall Part 
of Mankind, the Bulk of them to this 
7 Day remaining in deplorable Ignorance ? 
In ſhort; ſince the (h) Univerſality of N 
er Law is the only certain Mark of its 
cc coming from the Governor of Mankind, 
« how can we be certain, that which wants 
«* this Mark, comes from him * Cbriſti- | 
anity therefore muſt be falſe, unleſs it be 
in Modern Pliraſe as old, and 'as extenfbe as 
the Creation: And c) al Arguments from 
the Neckties? of Mankind, and tbe abun- 


dan Goodnefs of God, will n prove, that 
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this — did it 1 a xew Religion, 
ſhould be univerſal, as that it ſhould be at 
all; and to ſuppole otherwiſe, is to make 
God himſelf a cruel and wunmerciful Being, 
ſince he cannot be denominated merciful 
and good, who is ſo only to a fru, ny not 
alike ſo to all Mankind. 
Uro theſe Objections, a late Auen 
of Chri iftoamty lays the greateſt Weight, 
as another before him deſired (a) that the 
whole Streſs of the Diſpute ſhould be trr- 
minated in this one Point of Univerſality : 
And that I might not give Occaſion to 
Cenſure or Complaint, I have concealed 
nothing of their Strength, but hope to 
take away the Force of it, by ſhowing, 


ti. Secondly, That che Promylgation. of hs 
Goſpel, altho in Fact not uni venſal, may 

be reconciled with the 1/3/Jom, Jabice, 
> Googneſe of God: and is a0 eel. Ob- 
jection to its Diviue Authority. 

As to the W:/dom of God: What better 
Proof can we have of its being infinite, 
than an infinite Variety: g Creatures, whe- 
ther of the ſame, or different Species, all 
differing from each other, more or gels, in 
their natural * — and Pow- 

ers; 
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ers; and conſequently. in their Perfection 


and Happineſs? This ſeems indeed neceſ- 
ſary to the Order and Beauty of the Uni- 
verſe; and accordingly we ſee it to be 


full of Variety and Choice; there is one 
Glory of the Sun, and another Glory 
the Moon, and another Glory of the Stars": 

And if we turn our Eyes from the Hoſt of 
Heaven, down upon the Earth we inhabit, 
into how cutious a Diverſity of Work- 
manſhip, is dead and ſenſeleſs Matter 
wrought 7 — Why chus it may be in 
the animate Creation: and the Wiſdom of 
the Creator may diſplay itſelf in com- 
municating all Degrees of Life, and all 
poffible Differences and Varieties of Be- 
ing; even as it is in Fact in this World, 

which ſwarms with Myriads of Animals, - 
all perfect in their Kind, but'diverſified by

their Shape and natural Powers. The fame 


Analogy therefore of- reaftiing, and of (4) 
Nature, will lead us to conclüde, that ih 
che intellectual World, chere may be, and 


probably are, innumerable Kinds, Orders, 8 


and Degrees of 8 15 riſing one 
above another in e Pow- 
bu and Grits the 1 
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Degrees of communicable Perfection, and 
Happineſs, tho at laſt falling infinitely 
ſhort of the God and Fatber of all Spirits. 
It will, I hope, be no ObjeQtion to this 
Truth, that we are certainly aſſured of it 
by Revelation, and that we read in Scri- 
pture, of Angels and Archangels, Thrones 

and Dominions, Principalities and Powers; 
ſome of whom (as they are all at Liberty 

to uſe, or to abuſe the Gzfts of God) 
Jude 20. kept not their firſt. Eſtate, but left their 
2 Par. ii. qu] Habitation, and are reſerved. by divine 
* Wiſdom and Juſtice in everlaſting . Chains 
under Darkneſs, unto the Judgment of the 

great Day. Why may not then the ſame 
wiſe Rules of Creation and: Providence 
extend to human Race? Why (as the Son 

of Sirach obſeryes) may not the Lord 

Eceluſ. in much Knowledge divide Men, and make 
xxxI.11, heir Ways diverſe; for. as the Clay is in 
the Porter's Hand to faſhion it at his Plea- 
ſure; ſo Man #s in the Hand of him, that 
made him, to render to them as liketh bim 

beſt. He may no doubt in Wiſdom do

In the Year paſt, the Society have 
received from their Miſhonaries abroad, 
ſeveral Accounts of the Progreſs they 
make in their reſpective Miſſions n 
will be ſufficient, for the Information of 
the Publick, to give ſome ſhort Abſtracts 
of the Accounts ſent over, that they 


may have a compendious View how this 
great and good Work goes on. 


The Reverend Mr. Morrit, Miſſionary 
at Hinneaw in Saut Caralina, acquaints 
the Society, That the Settlement there in> 
creaſes every Day, and that by the neareſt 
Computation, there are at preſent, above 
709 White People, as many Negroes, and 
between two and threg hundred Native 
Indians diſperſed about the Settlements. 
This Pariſh is a late Settlement of great 
Extent, being near 130 Miles in Length 
upon the Sea-Coaſt, and ſettled upward 
into the Inland above 80 Miles, with Peo- 
ple variauſly diſperſed, according to the 
Nature of theſe Settlements, upon three 
large and navigable Rivers, as commo- 
dious for Navigation as any in the 
Province. As the People are now ſcat- 
tered over a great Tract of Land for 
 Cenveniency of Habitation, he hath a 
Pariſh of ſuch Extent, as may in a few 
Years be divided into three. For the 
Convenieney. of a great Number of Peo- 

le who could not come to the Pariſh- 
Church without the Fatigue of paſſing by 
Land and Water, he hath ſettled a ſmall 
Chapel of Eaſe about 14 Miles di- 
ſtant, where at times he performs Di- 
vine Service. Beſides Children, he hath 
lately baptized two Gentlewomen of a 
grown Age, who gave an exceeding 78 

wah . 
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Account of their Faith, and a Gentle 
man, a Father of a numerous Family. 
The Church is a decent Wooden Build- 
ing, 45 Feet long, and 25 wide, com- 
modiouily ſituated on the Side of a Ri- 
ver, where it branches, and gives a con- 
venient Paſſage to a conſiderable Num- 
ber of Settlements, which are not" above 
12 or 14 Miles diſtant from the Church, 
and the People come frequently by Wa- 
ter to Church. The Patſonage Houſe is 
about half a Mile from the Church, 
- agreeably ſituated upon the River, with 
a Glebe contiguous to it, of about 250 
Acres. The Houſe is not finifhed, but 
the Aſſembly have lately voted 3o6Potind 
Carolina Money, for the finifhing of it, 


The Reverend Mr, Haſſe! at St. Tho- 
mar, South-Caroitna, acquaints the Soci- 
ety, That his Pariſh is in a ber 
Condition, and the Free-School there ad- 
vances conſiderably, having a good Wri- 
ting-Maſter, and an Arithmetician, It is 
ſupported by the Intereſt of the Legacy 
bequeathed by the late pious Richard 
Beresford, Eſq; the Money was paid into 
the Hands of the Veſtry, by the Execu- 
tors, and laid out by them on Land 
Security, and produces at this Time, 
about 100.
